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The  80th  birthday  of  our  late  GÜNTHER  SCHWERIN  has  à  special,  signifi- 
cance for  the  history  of  the  PAUL  EHRLICH  FOUNDATION  which  goes 
back  to  1929  when  Frau  Hedwig  Ehrlich, 
the  Paul  Ehrlich  Price. 
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The  year  of  his  birthday,  1990,  raised 
to  Prosper  Graf  Castell,  the  long-time 
Günther  and  I  were  the  only  dissenting 
Members  of  the  Stif tungs^rat  endorsed 


Günther ' s  grandmother ,  founded 

the  question  of  a  successor 
Chairman  of  the  Stiftungsrat. 
voices  when  all  the  other 
the  section  of  Hoechst,  in 


the  person  of  Prof.  Hilger.  We  felt  at  that  time  that  the  history 
of  Hoechst  was  incompatible  with  the  life,  legacy  and  intent  of 
Mrs.  Ehrlich  who  had  to  flee  for  her  life,  when  shortly  thereafter, 
during  the  war.  Hoechst  empoyed  slave  labor  and  was  involved  in 
crimes  against  humanity.  Günther  and  I  faced  much  crticism  at  the 
time,  because  post-war  Hoechst  was  considered  to  be  independent 
of  past  crimes. 

The  President  of  the  Federal  Republic  of  Germany,  Richard  von 

Weizsäcker,  as  honorary  President  of  the  Paul  Ehrlich  Foundation, 

was  apprised  of  this  situation  by  the  then  Chairman,  Dr.  HßDns  C. 

Schroeder-Hohenwarth. 

When  I  sent  a  copy  of  my  birthday  letter  to  President  Weizsäcker, 

he  responded  in  the  hope  that  the  Stiftungstat  will  arrive  at  a 

patisfactory  solution  of  the  dilemma,  which  attracted  worldwide 

attention  as  late  as  1998.  Hoechst  has  now  set  aside  as  much  as 

$1.7  billion  to  indemnify  victims  of  the  Holocaust  and  their 

progeny. 

Gunther's  birthday  letter  also  impressed  Prof.  Ephraim  katzir,  the 

former  President  of  Israel  and  a  close  friend  of  mine  who  approved 

Günther' s  and  my  stand  in  the  Hoechst  controversy.

Four  major  German  chemical  makers 
agreed  in  principle  to  join  eight  other  Ger- 
man corporate  giants  to  establish  a  fund  to 
compensate  Nazi-era  slave  laborers.  The 
12  firms  said  they  had  reached  the  agree- 
ment after  a  meeting  with  German  Chan- 
cellor Gerhard  Schröder  in  Bonn  last 
week.  Spokesmen  for  Degussa-Hiils,  Bay- 
er, BASF,  and  Hoechst  confirmed  that 
their  firms  supported  the  establishment  of 
a  fund  out  of  a  sense  of  collective  moral 
responsibility.  Though  details  have  not 
been  worked  out,  reports  suggest  that  a 
fund  containing  as  much  as  $1.7  billion 
could  be  available  to  make  payments  to 
war-era  victims  as  early  as  Sept.  1.  Swiss 
banks  agreed  to  provide  $1.25  billion  last 
month  to  repay  Holocaust  victims  for  as- 
sets the  banks  retained  after  World  War  II. 
Schröder  said  that  the  fund  is  intended  to 
counter  lawsuits,  particularly  class-action 
suits,  and  to  respond  to  critics  of  Germany 
and  German  industry.  Many  German  firms 
face  claims  from  surviving  forced  laborers 
from  Eastern  Europe,  including  Poland 
and  Russia.  Anywhere  from  300,000  to 
1.6  million  people  could  qualify  for  fund 
payments.
